The booklet does not contain pictures of factories, or of 


store buildings, but pictures the glorious out-of-doors of this 
marvelous valley of the San Gabriel. The authors and com- 
pilers of this booklet kept in mind the fact that the picture 
of a factory gives no one a thrill in the east. They can give 
us any, kind of a start and beat us .four, ways on factories.

which to be thankful that we are alive and living in the San 
Gabriel valley.

Observation of traffic between Los 


Angeles and San Bernardino during 
the recent orange show disclosed the 
fact that 99 per cent of all driving 
was on the Foothill and Valley bou- 
levards, which are now in bad shape 
because of work being done. Other 
routes seem to be little known by 
city motorists. 


Because the two commonly used 


boulevards are likely to remain in 
torn-up condition for some months 
to come, in different places, Eadio 
Travel Tales will endeavor this 
month to describe . different routes 
which motorists bound for the moun- 
tain resorts and east, may employ 
to advantage., At least one of these 
routes will cut the running distance 
as much as six or seven miles, and 
lead thru charming and. Uttle-'travel- 
ed California orange andrlemon dis- 
tricts. Pavements are gdqd all the 
way. Bad pavement, traffic, and de- 
tours are avoided. Fresh country is 
encountered. 


For the first part of one of these 


new drives let us suppose the motor 
ist has reached the Pomona or Val- 
ley boulevard on the east side of the 
city, at Lincoln Park, or perhaps at 
Alhambra. Proceeding eastward on 
the Valley route, one passes thru the 
charming new town . of Kasemead, 
which is showing great progress.

ts Tuesday luncheon to hear Arthur 
)eane Smith, advertising man who 
s at present working with one of 
he large retail stores in Covina as 
adviser. 


Mr. Smith not only had a fund of 


nformation gathered from an infen- 
ive study of similar communities to 
3ovina, but also spoke from a detail- 
ed study of present conditions in 
}ovina and possible methods that 
might be used in promoting enlarged 
rade and co-operation among the 
merchants. Co-operation between the 
merchants and the newspaper in the 
matter 
of advertising 
was 
also 


stressed, Mr. Smith declaring that 
newspaper advertising in a medium 
of proper circulation had been found 
:o be more satisfactory than any 
other means. 
— 


Mr. Smith suggested the improve 


ment of many store fronts, and as an 
ideal for the future, the working out 
of a plan of uniform architecture for 
the business buildings. He advocat- 
ed, among other things, the placing 
of an attractive sign at the junction 
of the Foothill boulevard and Citrus 
avenue, calling attention to the city 
of Covina and containing the wore 


welcome."

"The man or the community thai 


lias been standing still, is not simply 
standing still, but is being overtaken 
and left behind" in the race for busi 
ness supremacy," Mr. Smith de 
clared, 


"The public is coming to be ex 


tremely modern, supremely critiea 
sntT K;«<ier to please /than syer b< 
fore. The business man or^th'e butf 
ness firm or the business communit 
that is not keeping up with the prc 
cession, with modern ways and mod 
ern facilities, is surely and decisively 
being relegated to the rear. 


"The appeal of metropolitan en 


vironment, so easily accessible now 
and presented with such forceful in 
vitation thru the large city daily 
newspapers so extensively circulatec 
in the cities and towns tributary to 
the large cities, is hard to resist, anc 
this not because those who reside in 
the smaller towns are not loyal to 
their home communities, but because 
their own communities do not mee 
the standards -which the public is 
demanding today. 


"The stores in the smaller cities 


today aro confronted with a rea 
problem. They lack volume, which 
makes possible large and quick turn 
over of stocks, and with slower mov 
ing merchandise and smaller buying 
power, it. 13 difficult to compete witl 
the larger institutions. Personally '. 
think that Covina is entitled to 
more up-to-date mercantile appear 
ance—to better store buildings, to a 
more widely supported community 
program. 


"I would like to see in this com 


munity, unified action, more libera 
newspaper support, the production 
of a better newspaper. Let me say 
that no one merchant can profitably 
engage in an independent campaign 
along these lines. It takes united ac- 
tion," Mr. Smith said.

At the age of twenty-six years she 


came to the Pacific coast, filling a 
position as teacher in the schools of 
Tumwater, 
Washington territory 


Here she met her future husband. 
Josephus Perrin Eckler, a man of 
undaunted 
spirit, whose perilous 


journey around the Horn twenty 
years previous, in 1852, has become 
an incident in the written records 
of the great northwest. Their mar- 
riage occurred December 11, 1872. 


Mr. and Mrs. Eckler came to Co- 


vina in 1877, starting the first nur- 
sery for citrus fruits in this locality. 
They returned to Portland, Oregon, 
in 1893, where Mr. Eckler was en- 
gaged as a merchant until his death 
in 1919. At this time the u-idow re- 
turned to Covina, living with a sis- 
ter, Mrs. Delight Lee, and upon Mrs. 
Lee's death in Xovember, 1927, mak- 
ing her home with a niece, Mrs. E. J. 
Inwood, in Long Beach.

ed in the glorious garb of the blossoming peach and plum 
trees. New leaves and catkins are. showing on the walnut 
trees. The major festival of the thousands of acres of or- 
ange trees in full bloom is delayed a week or so this year, 
but presently this vast orchard expanse will be white with 
flowers and sweet with heavy perfume. 


Easter is the joyous season of the Christian church. In 


the temperate zones it comes at least a month too early to 
epitomize the "coming to life" of nature. In California, Easter 
is celebrated at a time when nature is re-enacting its annual 
mystery. Over the world, the flowers and fruits have long 
lain in the tomb. Summoned by the warm sun, there is a 
quickening beneath the loam, and the crocus pushes up its 
head. As the anthems ring with "He Is Risen" from every 
cathedral and chapel, the antiphonal response comes from 
field and garden, from parkway and cloister, "We Are Risen 
-We Are Risen." 


The Easter lily, and the calla, jealously guarded and 


grown in the hothouses of the east, in order that the chancel 
shall be decorated in virgin bloom on this day of Resurrec- 
tion—these are growing hi profusion at the church door and 
beneath the windows of one's own roqftree in California. 


As we respond to the church bells on Easter morning, we 


walk between a profusion of blossoming things, and the 
balmy air comes in thru the open windows and doors of the 
House of God, laden with the scent of blossoming things, 
perfumed tribute from nature's wide-flung festival of the 
Resurrection, contributions from the God-of-the-out-of-doors. 


"We Praise Thee, O God; We Asknowledge Thee to Be 


the God. All the Earth Doth Worship Thee, the Father, 
Everlasting." 


Arrest the Axe— 


Most Americans seem to think that the fight for conser- 


vation was won long ago. It was, in principle, but not appli- 
cation. Major George P. Ahern, who organized forest con- 
servation in the Philippines, gives the following figures: 
Within the boundaries of the United States we had 822,000,- 
000 acres of virgin forest. Of this only one-eighth remains. 
Half of that remainder is now reserved by the government 
and is safe for all time. "The rest is being cut and burned 
with terrible speed. And there is nowhere in the world any- 
thing like a sufficient supply of the kinds of timber we use 
to take the place of what we have destroyed." ; 
As Gifford Pinchot points out, fore§0 fires are getting 


worse and "the axe carelessly used is the mother of forest 
fires. Until the axe is controlled there can be no solution of 
the fire problem." 


It is the hope of friends of conservation that the new 


administration will show-a more active concern for the pre- 
servation of our national resources than has been in evidence 
in Washington in recent years, and that our forests as well 
as our oil lands will be protected against the ruthless hand of 
the despoiler.

We 
are not supposed to see these pictures at all. This mild re- 
proof is written for the benefit of Mr. Parcher of the Record- 
Ledger in the green Verdugo hills.

Salt River Fruit— 


All who visited the Yuma and Salt river valleys in Ari- 


zona during grapefruit harvest, at once recognize that the 
fruit grown in Arizona is of extreme fiigh quality. Possibly 
there is no citrus section in the west that produces as uni- 
formly high quality and earl}' grapefruit as does Arizona. 
The fruit produced in the Imperial and Coachella valleys is 
the earliest and considered by many to be the best that Cali- 
fornia produces. However, if the market quotations on grape- 
fruit from the various sections is any guide as to quality, 
the Arizona fruit must be admitted to be slightly better than 
any we produce here, for it invariably brings from 50 cents 
to $1.50-per box more, even in our California markets, than 
does our home grown product. 


While soil and 'climatic conditions have much to do with 


the quality of grapefruit, it is also a fact that bud selection 
has a most important bearing on the quality of the fruit, no 
matter where it is grown and, unless one plants trees with a 
quality performance record back of them, he cannot be assur- 
ed of an orchard that will produce fruit of a uniformly high 
quality even tho the location, with relation to soil and cli- 
mate, may be the most ideal.

inole war the owner was charged 
with giving aid and comfort to the 
enemy, and the entire collection of 
plants was destroyed by the United 
States troops.
